13. (New) A method for the therapy of pain in a warm-blooded animal, comprising 
the step of administering to said animal in need of such therapy a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compoxmd according to claim 2. 
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14. (New) A method for the therapy of pain in a warm-blooded animal, comprising 
the step of administering to said animal in need of such therapy a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compound according to claim 3. 

15. (New) A method for the therapy of pain in a warm-blooded animal, comprising 
the step of administering to said animal in need of such therapy a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compound according to claim 4. 

16. (New) A method for the therapy of pain in a warm-blooded animal, comprising 
the step of administering to said animal in need of such therapy a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compound according to claim 5. 
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
